Claims 46-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such 
a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The present application has undergone a 
metamorphosis since filed. The title when filed was "Sharpened, Oriented 
Contact Tip Structures". The title was changed by an amendment 
presented at the time of filing to "Tested Semiconductor Device Produced 
By An Interconnection Element With Contact Blade". Prior to entry of the 
amendment presented at the time of filing the claims were directed to probe 
structure and to a method of making the probe structure. The new claims 
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introduced by the amendment presented at the time of filing are directed to 
semiconductor devices defined by product by process. The Examiner can 
find no basis in the specification for claims 46-59. The specification does 
not mention a "probe card assembly", a "printed circuit board", a "compliant 
element", an "interface board" or any way of "testing semiconductor 
devices". No details of the semiconductor device are provided. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Luthi et al, Trenary, Littlebury et al and 
Eldridge et al are cited to show prior art blade probe structure.
